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shrimps. In pursuing small fish they often leap a 
foot or tAvo from the Avater. They are not A^eiy shy 
or A"ery aetiA^e; AA'hen one is hooked or speared the 
others croAvd around as if in curiosity. 

The male makes a A ery peculiar noise, “gn-gu,” 
>Aiien caught. The female is larger than the male 
and deeper in the body. The air-bladder is A^ery large 
and thick, spread in the greater part of the abdomen. 
The bladder in the male is thin, like paper. 

In the spring the young of three inches SAA'im 
close to the shore; by the rings on the scales Ave esti- 
mate these to be a year old; those of three feet in 
lejAgth as four years old, those of G to GV 2 feet, 8 or 9 
years old, this being the maximum size. The males 
seem to breed at the age of four years; the females 
dcA'elop more sloA\dy. 

Along Avith the Totuava occurs a related species, 
Cynoscion rciiculatus (Gunther). It is much small- 
er, less than three feet in length. Its colors are more 
lustrous, A'ery beautifid green, blue and purple above 
and beloAV posteriorly light yelloAV. 

The eggs are larger than in the Totuava and 
the spaAvning season comes earlier. [This species, 
(imlike the Totuava) extends soutliAvard to Panama, 
and Avith other related forms, it is knoAvn as Corvina.~\

EVIUEXCE OF THE PKESEXCE OF CAIi- 
CIIAliODON OX THE XEW JER- 
SEY COAST DURIXG THE 
PAST SUMMER 

As there exists some doubt Avhether the Great 
White Shark, Carcliarodon carcharias, AAxas among 
the species present on the eoa.st in this vicinity during 
the recent shark scare, the folloAving evidence seems 
AAmrth noting. 

In a BroadAvay AvindoAV there Avere recently on 
vicAV tAvo teeth of a freshly caught shark, indubitably 
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belonging to C archarodon carcharias. On inquiry I 
was informed that they were secured from a shark 
caught on the Xew Jersey coast in the early part of 
June. The teeth were about an inch in height (in- 
cluding root), which would indicate a juvenile speci- 
men of this species, 7 or 8 feet in length. This ac- 
cords with the label accompanying the teeth, which 
said the shark was 7 feet long.

XOTES OX THE DISTKIBUTIOX OF 
THREE CAIAFORXIA RAYS, 

Plathi/rhinoidcs triscriaius {Jordan and Gilbert). 

A ray of this species was found washed up on 
the beach immediately north of I’oint Conception, on 
July 13, 1910. This is the northernmost record for 
this species. 

Raja binocnlata Oii-aial. 

A lai’ge specimen of this giant ray was noted on 
the beach between San Simeon and Piedras Rlancas, 
in northei’ii San Ijuis Obispo County. A small one, 
192 mm. long, Avas taken from the stomach of a Rock- 
cod, Scba.stodcs anriculatns, Avhich AV'as caught in 
about 00 feet of water off Pizmo Beach, on the south- 
ei‘n coast of the same county. These tAVO records are 
the southernmost for this ray. 

? ?Ianta birostris (Walbaum). 

Tavo rays Avere noted by the Avriter, several years 
ago, off the Avharf at Redondo, in IjOS Angeles Coun- 
ty, One Avas SAvimming near the surface, AA'hile the 
other Avas caught by hook and line. They measui’ed
